TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Litchfield, New Hampshire, in 
the County of Hillsboro in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Litchfield on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March, next at one 
of the clock in the afternoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. ‘To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same, to determine town officers’ salaries as set forth posted here- 
with and to consider each item in the budget separately. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow in anticipation of taxes for the year of 1961. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise or appropriate the 


sum of $250.00 for the Public Library. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town Road Aid for 
the permanent improvements of Highways, Town to raise $170.81 
and State to contribute $1,138.71. 


6. Tosee what action the Town will take in regard to Memor- 
ial Day and make appropriation for same. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise or appropriate the 
sum of $50.00 to purchase advertising space in the 1962 Guide of 
the Merrimack Valley Region, or act in relation thereto. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise or appropriate the 


sum of $500.00 for the Fire Truck Fund. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise or appropriate the 
sum of $300.00 for the purchase of new equipment for the Fire 
Department. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $100 
for the improvement of water holes. 


11. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise $75.00 to be expended 
in cooperation with the New Hampshire Forestry and Recreation 
Commission for the opening and maintaining of trails and old roads 
for forest fire protection. The New Hampshire Forestry and Recre- 
ation Commission to provide a matching sum not in excess of $25.00 
for this purpose. 


12. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for the repair and reconditioning of improved Town 
Roads. 


13. ‘To see if the Town will vote to accept the Amendments to 
the Zoning Ordinance and Building Code recommended by the 
Planning Board. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to ratify and confirm the 
adoption of the Building Code in accordance with the action taken 
by the Town Meetings of May 13, 1950, and March 10, 1958, as 
required by Chapter 156A New Hampshire revised Statutes An- 
notated, 1955, as amended. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum not 
exceeding $6,800.00 for the purpose of making improvements to the 
following Class V Roads within the Town; Page Road (two sec- 
tions) Talent Road, Corning Road, such sums to be raised through 
the issuance of bonds or notes under and in compliance with the 
provisions of Chapter 241, New Hampshire Revised Statutes An- 
notated, 1955, as amended by Laws of 1957, Chapter 273:3 and to 
authorize the Selectmen to determine the date and place of pay- 
ment of such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon, and to take such steps as may be necessary to negotiate such 
bonds or notes as shall be to the best interests of the Town of 
Litchfield. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a plan for extending 
to employees of the Town the benefits of title Il of the Federal 
Social Security Act (Old Age, Survivors and Disability Insurance) 
as authorized by Chapter 101 of the Revised Statutes Annotated 
Amended by Chapter 301 and 332 of the Laws of 1955 and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $50.00 to defray the Town’s share of 
the cost thereof. 


17. To see if the Town wishes to exclude from the plan serv- 
ices in any class or classes of positions filled by popular election. 


18. To see if the Town wishes to exclude from the plan serv- 
ices in any class or classes of positions the compensations for which 
is on a fee basis. 


19. If a plan for Social Security coverage is adopted, to see 
if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to execute on behalf of the 
Town the necessary agreement with the State of New Hampshire 
to carry into effect the plan and to see if the Town will designate 
the Town Treasurer as the officer to be responsible for the admin- 
istration of the plan. 


20. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting and read said minutes of said meeting.

The six trustees elected by the townspeople are responsible for 
the operation and maintenance of the library. They serve without 
pay. The library was given to Litchfield by the late Aaron Cutler, 
the remaining money and stocks to be used in maintaining and 
operating it. ‘Over the years repairs have been necessary, especially 
after the flood of °36. The auditorium was used as a temporary 
school room, and during the war as a Civilian Defense Center for 
Litchfield. ° 


After the installation of oil heat it was found to be as economi- 
cal to maintain a constant temperature: This makes it an ideal place 
for meetings and the trustees feel it should be used to full advantage. 
‘They have passed several rules in regards to using it. Any towns- 
person, group, club, organization, committee or town officer, may 
use the auditorium by requesting it from the president or vice presi- 
dent of the trustees. If the purpose is for monetary gain a charge of 
two dollars is to be paid. It shall be left clean and neat after using. 


We have been fortunate indeed to have such a capable librarian 
as Miss Florence Center, who has devoted much of her own time in 
the pursuit of her duties.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board and citizens of Litchfield, New Hampshire: 


I submit with pleasure my sixth annual report as your Super- 
intendent. 

_ One year ago at your annual district meeting you voted an 
additional teacher that enabled us (1) to do away with all com- 
bined grades so (2) to departmentalize grades 7 & 8 in order to 
use the abilities of the teachers to better advantage. This program 
also allows for longer class periods and meets more nearly the type 
of classroom situation the graduates will meet as they go out to high 
school. It is a long step forward in the educational development of 
the Litchfield Elementary School. 

I don’t have to tell you that school costs have gone up (what 
hasn’t), however, I can say with all sincerity that your money has 
been spent with scrutiny and that return on your investment has 
been extremely satisfactory from an educational point of view. Re- 
cruitment of teachers is a good illustration of the point I would 
make. A glance at the following list of new teachers will show that 
every teacher elected for 1960-61 is a well-qualified Teacher’s Col- 
lege graduate with specific training in their grade placement. Three 
factors that are of primary importance in enabling us to acquire the 
services of trained teachers have been: 

1. No multiple classrooms 
2. Being able to compete on a minimum salary basis 
3. <A highly desirable and pleasant classroom teaching situation. 

In other words, Litchfield is a good town in which to teach.

Miss Georgia Nute, B.Ed., Plymouth Teachers College 1961 in 
Grade | to replace Mrs. Loretta Bache who resigned as of Jan. 1, 
1961 to return with her family to Massachusetts. 

Mrs. Elizabeth V. Leonard, B.Ed., Keene Teachers College 
1955 in Grade 6 to replace Mrs. Audrey Weymouth who moved up 
to the new position created by departmentalizing Grades 7 & 8. 
Mrs. Weymouth now teaches English and Social Studies in Grades 
7& 8. 

Additions and Improvements 

Through the cooperation of the P.T.A. additional playground 
equipment has been made available; a new bookcase in the cafeteria 
(P.T.A.) will make it possible to establish the nucleus of a small 
library. In an effort to see that the kitchen facilities meet all State 
Health specifications a second hand dishwasher has been purchased 
and is in the process of being installed, in fact may be completely 
installed by the time you read this. 
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Instruction 


I have been pleased with the upgrading of instruction that has 
and is being carried on in your school. An important addition is the 
directing of Mrs. Morrill’s efforts towards a Remedial Reading Pro- 
gram. More about this in Mr. O’Neil’s report on the instructional 
program in your school. Suffice it for me to say that the cooperation 
of Principal and teachers in their efforts toward better instruction is 
most appreciated. 


Custodial 


All who knew Newell Carney were saddened by his death. 
Over the many years Newell served as custodian he had not only 
become part of the school, but the school had grown to be a part of 
him. He gave much of himself to the school. 

We were fortunate in acquiring the services of Sylvester Reid 
as a replacement for Newell. Pride in his job is evidenced in the 
appearance of the building.

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REPORT OF THE HELPING TEACHER

The following paragraphs will constitute my annual report of 
the instructional programs in Supervisory Union #27—Litchfield, 


New Hampshire—February 3, 1961. 


John Millis, in an article appearing in the JOURNAL OF HIGHER 
EDUCATION, 1957, had this to say about the teaching profession: 


“Teaching should, nay, must occupy a position of qualitative 
importance shared only with that of the ministry. The 
physician can preserve the health of the body, the dentist 
the health of the teeth, the engineer our standard of living 
... but the teacher deals with mind and spirit and there- 
fore can preserve that which makes man human rather 
than animal, free rather than slave, governor rather than 
governed.” 

{ am sure that the townspeople of Litchfield realize the importance 
of the teaching profession and that they must keep in mind the fact 
that a school can only be as good as the teachers assigned to it. We 
are fortunate in having a team of staff members who are willing to 
do their best in providing education to children. 

Litchfield folk want me to deal in specifics when discussing their 
school, (and let’s not forget that the school IS yours!) and the edu- 
cational programs contained there. Moreover, the people want to 
know if our curricular offerings maintain a healthy balance between 
what we know about the teaching and learning processes. Is our 
school keeping up with the most recent advancements? Is the in- 
structional program being strengthened through careful research of 
newer techniques? Are the fundamentals being given adequate em- 
phasis? Are we owning up to the fact that children learn at differ- 
ent rates of speed? Do we take into consideration the basic needs 
of children as they move from one developmental stage of growth 
into another? Are we getting our dollar’s worth out of the in- 
structional program and all its ramifications? These are sensible 
questions. These are the kinds of questions I have attempted to 
answer as I have met with your school board and your superintend- 
ent, as well as interested parents at Parent Teacher meetings in your 
town during the past year. 
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You probably have heard that the teachers have been working 
on a curriculum guide for your school. It is not an over-night task. 
But we think we have come up with objectives that reflect current 
research. We have geared this curriculum to gifted, average, as well 
as slow learners. Did you know, for instance, that one out of every 
five children learn at a slower rate? Consequently our teaching 
must bear this factor out. You know also that it is my responsibility 
to meet with the teachers and to point out to them newer methods 
of teaching. A Helping Teacher can do this since he is obligated to 
keep himself well-informed of what is going on. He has many con- 
tacts with other Helping Teachers and school administrators. This 
is expected of him. The superintendent together with the principal 
and helping teacher frequently visit classrooms to observe teachers 
at work. Strengths and weaknesses are pointed out to them in 
follow-up conferences. Written reports of these classroom visita- 
tions are filed for school board study. Testing programs are being 
kept up to date and results are carefully posted upon pupil guidance 
folders. Teachers are constantly reminded of the importance of 
keeping functional (as well as flexible) plans as they set about their 
daily tasks with your children. Many teachers seek help in lesson 
planning. 


I am very happy with the departmentalization scheme put into 
practice this year in grades seven and eight. This provides the op- 
portunity for teachers who have strength in given areas to perform 
their job with much more skill. I know the children involved have 
been pleased with this arrangement. One has only to look at their 
faces! 


In speaking of slow learners a few paragraphs back I must tell 
you that the classroom teacher cannot do it all. Mrs. Morrill has 
spear-headed a new program in assisting teachers with their remedi- 
al reading problems. On an assigned time allotment schedule she is 
able to work with small groups of children who are experiencing 
peculiar difficulties in the reading area. These are not serious prob- 
lems—not insurmountable—that is, but the need for close pupil- 
teacher relationship has been guaranteed through such services. Al- 
though this remedial reading responsibility rests largely in our lap, 
we must ask for cooperation at home. Such parent help as making 
books available and providing a study period or two without inter- 
ruption from such sources as television etc. would give a needed 
assist. Remember, we only have the child 6 hours a day, 5 days a 
week, 180 days a year! (Not considering the rather high absence 
rate this year especially ) 


We have a great deal to be thankful for here in Litchfield. We 
have a school nurse who has a sincere interest in health and welfare 
of children. We have a team of teachers and administrators who 
take pride in the school. These plus a devoted school board who 
spend long untiring hours in school planning (often times when you 
are sleeping—for many of the sessions run ’round the clock! ) 


It really is a pleasurable experience to share in the Litchfield 
School advancements, problems, and successes.
